LoKSQH, ril 3. — A ilc.'!paicli from 
ConstantinOj^o states thii,t the ftiuiiue 
in Asia Minor cootiuucH, having been 
greatly af^gnivateil by the lato tli.sas- 
trouR Hoods, -which destroyed much 
property and increased the destitu- 
tion largely. The Relief Couimitieo 
find's itself unable to meot the cou- 
stantly increasing deinundH that are 
made upon it. It is estimated tiuit 
over forty tbousaud persons are re- 
ceiving aid. "Many families are driven 
to distraction by hunger, and have 
Bold their cliildren into slavery for 
food. 

Venice, April 5.— Tho Emppror of 
Austria arrived hero to-day and v.as 
received with great ontlmsiasin. A 
largo coiicourso of pcojile, including 
the nobility as well as citizens, assem- 
bled en masse *ucl greeted him on bis 
arrival. The city is brilliantly illu- 
minated to-night in Lonor of the royal 
visitor.

Japan. 

From tho Japan "Gazette" of Maroh 
11th, we extract tho following: 

Tho inost important evont of the 
fortnight has been tho departure of 
the Biitish and French troops. The 
battalion of Royal Marines, command- 
ed by Colonel Richards, proceeds to 
South Africa, to take part in the cam- 
p.iign against the Caffres, who are 
again giving some trouble. It was at 
tirst expected that it would proceed 
homo, its torm of foreign service hav- 
ing expired, but a tologram arrived at 
tho last moment changing the route. 
The French marines who numbered 
about a hundred only, proceed as far 
as Saigou in the MoBsagories Mariti- 
mes steamer Tanais. They will there 
be transferred to a troop-ship now 
awaiting their arrival, which will con- 
vey them to tho mother country. 

His Majesty the ilikado paid 
another vi.sit to the Imperial Arsoual, 
at Yok()sl:a, on Friday last, returnincr 
on the following day. Tho object of 
his trip was to witness the launch of a 
gunboat — the first constructed in J.a- 
pan — which j.as been named tho Sci- 
ki ("Pure Light"). The all'air was an 
entire success. His Majesty returned 
to the Capital, via Yokohama, on tho 
following day, great numbers of na- 
tives turning out along the whole 
routo to catch a glimpse of their ru- 
ler. 

An eighth-class officer of Kan-giyo- 
riyo, a section of Naimu-sho (Home 
Department), devoted to the encour- 
agement of native indvstries, is to bo 
sent to the United States shortly, to 
observe the workings of the tea and 
silk trades. 

Tho new steamer City of Peking is 
shortly expected. Much has been 
said and written about her magnili- 
ceut proportions and excellent accom- 
modations, and her arrival is looked 
forward to with considerable inter- 
est. 

Small silver medals have been struck 
ot the Imperial Mint, Osaka, for pre- 
sentation to the soldiers and sailors 
engaged in the Formosan Expedi- 
tion. 

It is noticed that a "trade dollar" 
is to be struck at the Imperial Mint. 
It will weigh four grains more than 
the silver yen now current. 

Prince Fushimi, the younger, has 
passed an excellent examination in 
French and Chinese, and has entered 
the army as Sous-Lieutenant, pro- 
ceeding for the necessary instruction 
to tlie Sbi-lian Gakko.

.Import n,ut debate on tlie'''£B 
q-aim.'^lt and Tlauaimo 
Railway Sill- 

House of Commons, March 29th. 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie moTed tho sec- 
ond reading of tho bill to provide for 
tho construction of a line of railway 
from E.scjuimalt to Nauaimo in Britisb 
Cohimhia. 

Mr. Mackenzio said tho bill was pre- 
pared sjjocially not to roquiro the as- 
sent of Parliament to any of tho con- 
tracts, and prepared thus spocially 
for the reason that tho Chief Eiigiueor, 
.Mr. iMarcuH Smith, .said they would be 
ready by Midsummer to have this con- 
tract given out. It was competent for 
iho Governmont to receive tenders in 
either way that would seem most fa- 
vonralilc to tho country. Thoy had 
cither to do it iu this way, or defer 
tiie whole work for ,a yoar from now, 
and couteut them.selvos simply witli 
making a survey until the iioxfc ses- 
sion of Parliament; but thoy could not 
do that. Thoy bad agreed with tho 
Province of British (Columbia to com- 
mencn tiio constniction of tho railway 
immediately, and this bill was intro- 
duced iu accordance with that arrnuge- 
mont. As to Esquimalt being consti- 
tuted tbe terminus of tho Pacific rail- 
way, it was not so, and this bill was 
introduced in such aniannor liiat thny 
could afterwards make this voml a pari 
(if till! I'ae'ilic railway or not. 

Dr. Tapper spoke at length in op- 
])ositiou, contending that tbe tenders 
should come before Parliament, and 
deprecating Anieriean influence. He 
said tho country wf>iild have to pay 
three or four niillions for tiiis road and 
.after all it would fall into tho hands of 
Americans. Tiiore was a bill for a 
company embracing the names of 
several British Columbians; but no- 
body suj)]iosc(l that they would havo 
the capital among themselves, but 
that it would como from tbe Uuitod 
ytates. It becamo doubly,-, uocessai-y 
for tho House to see that' foroiguors 
did not obtain j^os.scssiou of the soveu- 
ty miles of road from tho terminus at 
I'lsquiinalt to Nanairao, and thus hold 
the key to that end of tho road, as 
they now had tho key to the other. 

Mr. Mackenzie replied, repudiating 
the existence of ground for any such 
apprehensions, and denouncing it us a 
baseless Opposition cry. 

ilr Blake coiitiuiiod the dobato. Ho 
iiuilei'sioiid tlu3 Bill hail been 
brought down to give effect to one of 
the terms of agreement made with 
British Columbia, that being that tho 
l.uancli lino from Esquimalt to N'auai- 
ino should bo commenced at once. If 
tiie (.lovfrnmcut AVere to wait till next 
ses.siou, in order to submit a contract 
to the House that would involve a de- 
lay of another year, and such delay 
would not be in consonance with tho 
spirit of tlio fngagomonta with Britisb 
('olumbia. The question for considera- 
tion w.as, whether tire Govorimient 
were iiistitled in departing from the 
regular rule of procedure in connec- 
tion with groat publio ivarks. Tho 
wiiole jjolicy of this measure was dc- 
l)(>nilciit upon the engagement with 
British Columbia, and unlesa thi.s 
branch lino were commenced that eu- 
g.igeiijeut could not \>a carried out. 
Parliament had alrendi' voted tho sum 
to be expended upon the Paoiiic Gail- 
way, and tho Government asked that 
they should be authorized to enter in- 
t ) a contract for one of the details of 
the schouui witlioul subniittiug it foi- 
tiu ir approval, as the only means of 
carrying out tijo euyagomcyt of the 
country. .Vs he had before stated, ho 
did not .fully ni)iu-ove of the obliga- 
tions that tho Uoverunient had in- 
curred. Ho had ahvay.s been ju'opar- 
eil to support a )(r.i|)osai to ask British 
Colnnibia to relax tlie toi ins of Union 
for a iorst)uablo considofation.

If Britisii 
Columbia had so desired it could havo 
secured eonnec;tion with the Atlantic 
coast by way of the United States; but 
sho had preiorrcd to slick to Canada, and 
ho regretted thatCanada had not havosluok 
to hor. Ho hoped that ere long tho road 
would be comnienood in earnest, and he 
appr ehended no danger of obstacles be- 
ing thrown in tho v.uy by tho G-overn- 
meiit of British (>)hinii)ia. Wlnit tho 
people of that Provinoo complained of 
principally was the persibte.nt oiTortH 
made iu tuatHouso to depreciate their 
country. 

Mr Wallace opposed tho Bill and mov- 
ed a throe months' hoist. 

The amondment was lost on a division, 
yeas, (!1 ; nays, KJl. 

Tho bill jjassod its second reading, and 
tho House went into Conimilleo.

Dr. Tuppcr considered that the terms

Sir John Maedonald explained that, al- 
though the Government of Columbia had 
rofused to grant tho lands directly, they 
had agreed to reserve them for the pur 
po.se of the line, notwithstanding the two 
years limit had passed hy. TUii Was all 
the (fovernmont wanted, as they andcr- 
slooil that certain sjieciilators had appli- 
ed for a grant of the lands. 

Dr. Tupper trusted that tho First Min- 
ister, having taken a logul opinion, would 
ahido by it. He himself wiw glad to have 
t he right hon. gentleman's opiniqn on 
this point. Tho hon. First Minister could 
not do anything so valuable as lo make a 
thorough survey of the road. There was 
no man acquainted with tiio location of 
railway lines but know that many altera- 
tions were made in respeet to tho line 
(ire t proposed, and alterations reaultiag 
in a great saving of money.
